Justice Baldrey performed the 
ceremony and the couple had not been 
n St. Joseph a half hour before they 
were man and wife. 


Just 30 minutes after the marriage 
tiad been solemnized Chief of Police 
Stucky «received a message by wire 
from the girl’s father at New Buffalo 
that he should prevent the marrii^e; 
that his daughter was only 15 years 
old. The chief immediately communi­ 
cated with the countv clerk^s office and 
earning that the wedding had occurred 
le wired the fact to Berkholtz. Imme­ 
diately another message from Berk- 
loltz to the chief was received. In the 
second telegram Berkholtz instructed 
the chief to arrest the elopers and de­ 
tain them until he arrived in the 
evening. 


After a search of an hour Chief 
Stuckey located the pair.

Ba r o d a , July 24.—Frank Phiscater 
is on his way home to Daroda. 


This fact is indicated by a communi­ 
cation from Phiscater received by Post­ 
master Landon, of Baroda yesterday. 
It contained a request that the post­ 
master hold all his mail until he ar­ 
rives. The letter was postmarked at 
Seattle. Wash., and bears the date of 
July 19. 


Last evening Baroda was thronged 
with newspaper reporters sent out from 
Chicago to get Phiscater’s story of his 
life in the gold regions. The false re­ 
port that Phiscator had returned is 
what brought the newspaper resresent- 
atives to his old home, and their disap­ 
pointment was keen upon learning 
that no personal news of him had been 
received by his friends. 


There is but one letter in existence 
that tells of the ex[)erience8 encoun­ 
tered bf Phiscater in the desolate 
region where he obtained his fortune 
and that letter Is in the possession of a 
N e w s representative. It was written 
at Forty Mile river, Alaska, June 10, 
1897. In It Phiscater says: 


“I got through this far all right. 
There weire lots of the fellows that 
started who turned back disgusted with 
the snow and the hardships they had 
to go through. 


“ When I left Juneau I weighed 223| 
pounds and now I weigh 195. I came 
^ 
miles on sleighs, then we whip- 
sawed out our lumber and built our 
boat and came down the river. That 
way we came near getting drowned 
two different times in a deep canon and 
some rapids. 


“In coming 700 miles we only saw 
one white man and he said there were 
16 men drowned at the same place last 
year. 
On each side of the river the 
ice was from 5 to 20 teet high and the 
ground never thaws out only from six 
inches to two feet deep. 
They have 
gone straight down in the ground with 
a shaft like a well 30 feet and it was 
frozen just the same. 
To get the gold 
out of the dirt they build large hres o q 
the ground and then wash it out with 
a gold pan or shovel it in a sluice box 
as they do in all placer diggings. 


“There are some good quartz claims 
here also but they will not t>e worked 
for years, I think, because they can’t 
get the machinery in here very easy. 


“A Winchester rifle is worth from 
$50 to $75; a common pair of blankets 
are worth $20; a pair of rubber boots 
are worth $12; a pair of heavy overalls 
are worth $2.50. 


“Wages are as you will gee below. 
For common lalxir, $0 a day, for min­ 
ing, $10 a day. Carpenters, with what 
little there is to do, get $10 a day. It 
is so cold here winters that they have 
to build awful warm houses. They 
use large logs and hew them flat like a 
tie and the ground is covered with 
moss and they lay them tlat and put 
moss between ea ih layer of logs and 
put straight poles on for a roof and 
then moss anci dirt on top so they are 
air tight when the ventilator is shut. 
It gets from 00 to 7Ü degrees below 
zero here in the middle of the winter 
and stays that way for a long time. 
The frost is out of the ground four 
inches now. 


“I did not iinish giving you the prices 
of articles here. Lard is worth 75 
cents a pound, Hour $38 a hundred 
pounds, ijotatoes 25 cents a 
pound, 
dried apples or prunes 65 cents a pound, 
beans 42 cents a pound, coffee" $1.25, 
tea $2.ij0. An ax is worth $4 and all 
other tools in proportion. Lumber is 
worth $300 a thousand feet on the 
creeks. A man brought two horses in 
here and sold them for $1,000. There 
is a little hay here on the side of the 
river when the snow melts off. 


“This time of the year here it never 
gets dark. 
You don’t need a lamp. 
Thé sun seems to rise and set at the 
same place. It just goes out of sight 
and that is all, but not enough to make 
It dark. 


“There are lots of. glaciers here 
where the ice is on the year round and 
the ice is 200 to 300 feet deep. The 
Yukon river is about ten times as 
large as the St. Joseph and is 2,500 
miles long and the water is so cold that 
a person can swim only about 1,500 
feet until he cannot move. 
There is 
Ice in the river all the time and it It 
rtmning on frozen ground, too, s o t p

It Is Intend^ that the house 
shall first adopt the final adjournment' 
resolution» and though some objection 
may arise In the senate to its Immediate 
ccsislderatlon this Is not expected to be 
prolonged. Speaker Reed will announce 
hie committees today. 'W ith the tariff 
bill disposed of shortly after S p. m. an 
adjournment could follow within tbs 
next two hours. 


Washington, July S4.—The final vote 
on the tariff conference wilt be taken 
In the senate at S p. m. today. A unan-., 
mious agreement to that effect was 
reach«! in the senate late yesterday 
afternoon after an exciting and dra­ 
matic debate. The proposition for tbe 
final vote came most unexpectedly ^rom 
Democratte sources, the senior senator 
ft^m Alabama, Morgan, presenting it. 
It was greeted with shouts of **good, 
good,** from senatora on* the Republi­ 
can side, who for the first time saw the 
path clear for the final enactment of 
the tariff bill. 
Morgan’s proposition 
was couplf'd with one th at the senate 
meet at 10 a. m. today in order that 
speeches may be heard before the vote 
is taken. 
This was accepted as a 
whole, and the agreement was formally 
announced. 
Morgan expressed pr<>- 
found 
reluctance in submitting 
the 
proposition, but said he recognized the 
right of the majority to resrister their 
will. 


All«n §tlni Up an Ohio Man* 


One of the speakers during the day 
was Allen of Xebroska. 
He "dropped 
into politics" easily and spoke of the 
large campalirn funds raised last fall 
and the influence they had In‘‘corrupting 
the vote of Ohio, Illinois and other 
states." Foraker, who sat across the 
aisle arose and said: 
“The vote of 
Ohio wan an honest one. and I never 
until this moment heard It Insinuated 
that It was not an honest vote." 


"Then the senator hears It now,** re­ 
sponded Allen. 


'On what ground does the senator 
make such an assertion?" asked Fora­ 
ker. 


"On the ground,** Allep replied,** that 
If the vote of Ohio In 1890 was a fair 
and honest one there Is one voter for 
every two and a half or three of the 
population, and In the city of Cleveland 
almoat the whole population were 
voters. The honest pe<H[>le,of the Unit­ 
ed States believe it was a fraud and I 
believe it was produced by money and 
other corrupting Influences." Allen said 
the same was true of Illinois, where 
the vote of Chicago was swollen over 
200,010 votes.

The subject was dropped for awhile, 
Foraker taking time to present flirures. 
In doing so he said Allen must have 
spoken tn*iirnorance of. the facts. H ur­ 
riedly reading from statistics Foraker 
said the vote of Ohio In 1896 was 1,002,- 
726, while the population was about 4,- 
000,000, or about one vote for every four 
persons. 
In Cleveland the statistics 
showed about one vote for every four 
persons. 
That ratio was about the 
average on a full vote. 


"Did not Mr. Bryan have a la n ^ r 
vote In *96 than Mr. Harrison had in 
*92?** asked Allen. 


"Yes," answered Foraker, "because 
neither of the candidates in '92 was 
calculated to bring out the full party 
strength, and in my Judgment there 
was not a full vote for either Mr. H ar­ 
rison or Mr. Cleveland. On the other 
hand the campaign of '96 was unusually 
enemetlc and an exceptionally full vote 
was polled.**

FACTS FROM T H S Q0 1.D PIBLD . 


Touched for by a Captain off O nr B ehring 
l^ a P atrol Fl««t. 


Washington, July 24.—-Captain C. H. 
Hoopper, commanding the Behring sea 
patrol fleet, in a report to the treasury 
department dated Unalaska, July 5. 
says that the Alaska Commercial com­ 
pany's steamer Excelsior arrived at that 
port on July 4 with about forty miners 
from the Yukon district and about ISOO,- 
000 in gold bullion. Continuing he says: 
The Excelsior brings, wonderful ac­ 
counts of discoveries in the Klondyke, 
or Reindeer river, where fortunes are 
being made in a few weeka Acccording 
to these reports nothing has ever been 
discovered on the continent approaching 
It in richness. The Klondyke is a tribu­ 
tary of the Yùkon. a few miles above 
Forty Mile, and is wholly within Cana­ 
dian territory. 
Gold was discovered 
there last autumn, and during the win­ 
ter attracted miners from all directions. 
It is said that over 2.000 men are. lo­ 
cated at Dawson, the principal town, 
while CJIrcle City, Forty Mile and other 
places are nearly deserted. 


Owing to the sudden influx of people 
provisions were high, but so far as I can 
leam there was no actual suffering. Be­ 
ing In the bed of the river the claims can 
only be wol^ked In the winter when the 
out-soll is fiosen. The pay dirt Is melted 
by fire bull, in the shaft, and the gold 
extracted b;* the usual washing out 
process. A c aim is SOO feet In the direc­ 
tion of the river and from bank to bank, 
provided It does not exceed 664 feet. 
The cost of recording a claim Is $15, and 
the yearly rental $100. Claims have aold 
aji high as $50.000 and a still higher 
price has been refused to others."

HE SPENT TWO YEARS THERE. 


Iff HftWasa Younff Manth« Captain 
Says He Would Go to th« 
Alaskan Plaids. 


^ 
^ 
Capt. B. F. Rounds, of this city, reads 
the reports from the Klondike ^old 
fields with more avidity than the aver* 
mge citizen. The captain was once a 
gold miner and the stories of the rich 
•trikes in Alaska have a peculiar inter­ 
est for him. 
‘ In ll50 the captain bade his friends 
good bye and sailed from New York, 
with a company of "10 men, to. get a 
share of the rich gold deposits in Call- 
forilia. The vessel was crowded with 
gold-seekers and was loaded almost to 
the danger line with baggage and pro­ 
visions. Of the three ways to reach 
California—by the isthmus, around 
Cape Horn and across the plains—the 
captain’s boat took the former and in 
60 days after shipping the captain and 
his party arrived in San Francisco. 


“I did not experience the hardships 
that are told by so many of the miners 
who went to California in 1849,” said 
the captain td T h e N e w s . 
“I re­ 
mained in the gold country until the 
fail of 1852 and when I boarded a ves­ 
sel to return home I was hardy, healthy 
and strong. Had I returned at once 
with my familv to California I believe 
I would have been a stronger man to­ 
day than my appearance now denotes. 
I sutTered all sorts of exposure, but it 
did not seem to affect me and the two 
years 1 spent in California were the 
healthiest of my life. 


“We began mining about 80 miles 
from Sacramento and confined our op­ 
erations to the American rivers. 
We 
did our own cooking, getting our sup­ 
plies from a store near by, and our 
board cost us not to exceed $8 a 
Butter sold for $1 a pound but th 
a luxury of which we partook 
scantily. 
There were none of the 
party who 
had 
much 
more than 
enouirh money to pay thei** traveling 
expenses which 
amounted to about 
$300 each, and if we made our for­ 
tunes we realized it must bo by hard 
knocks, and we set to work with the 
expectations of enduring considerable 
discomfiture. 


jieee. 
s was 
very 


surprisingly abundant, 
and miners 
learning that our labor did not brings 
us more than $15 per day on an aver* 
urged us to follow them to where 
oner deposits were found. We al­ 
ways declined being satisfied with the 
result of our work. 
The size of the 
claim allowed each miner varied ac­ 
cording to the difficulty encountered 
in getting the gold. W h^e the metal 
could be scooped up from the beds of 
rivers or from their banks the claim 
was smaller than where one was ob­ 
liged to sink a shaft and dig the gold 
under greater disadvantages. 
^ 


“We experienced no sickness. We 
slept in blankets night after night with 
only the blue canopy of heaven above 
us. We worked diligently, and al­ 
though I was one of the less fortunate 
of our' party in the fortune seeking 
game I don’t think there was one of us 
who had less than $18,000 to show for 
his two years’ work. 


“Yes, if I was a young manlwould go 
to Alaska. There are many fortunes 
there according to the stories sent out 
and I would go determined to get one. 
I would take just money enou>»h to get 
there and have a few dollars left and 
the ambitious young man, under such 
circumstances* is sure to be rewarded. 
1 would run the risk of getting provi­ 
sions there, and not pack them with 
me.”

The 
operation of tattooing la quite palnfol, 
hot even thla la not a deterrent. Crim­ 
inals, by the way, seem able to atand 
more pain than persons of honest In- 
atinota and habita. The desire to be tat­ 
tooed, however, la the stoangest and 
most Incomprehensible freak of the 
criminal Intellect It cannot be account­ 
ed for on any other hypothesis than 
that there iann .unyielding and invari­ 
able compenaating law of nature which 
Operatea in the interest of orderly con­ 
duct and behavior. But for the tattoo 
marka with which many hardened and 
incorrigible wretchea^ decorate thiir 
akin many a erlminal who la now con­ 
fined behind strong prison walla where 
he can do the world the least amount 
of harm would be*at liberty today, 
preying on aociety. 


The custom of tattooing la as pop­ 
ular among the female criminals as 
among the males, though women rarely 
have the mark put in as conspicuous 
places as the men. There is an interest­ 
ing field of study here for the student 
of criminology. Lombroso haa merely 
called attention to the fact of which 1 
speak without attempting to explain 
the caustts that lead to it, but he ia the 
only specialist of note that seema to 
have given the matter any notice. It 
more frequently happens than otherwise 
that criminals who submit to the tat­ 
tooing operation choose a design sug­ 
gestive of the lewd and libidinous, and 
iu this is contained the positive hint of 
a diseased condition of mind which 
probably explains the real cause of the 
foolish and unbusinesslike custom. The 
habit seems to be so universal among 
instinctive criminals that I am inclined 
to believe there must be some one or 
more institutions in the country where 
they get the work done. Few of them 
here will give the slightest hint of when 
or where they had the work done, which 
leads to the supposition that it is one of 
the numerous secretaof the craft**— 
S t Louis JRepublic.

‘‘A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
iiidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. A^one 
pproachcs, he almost expects to be 
nallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Casstie Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. Tho geyser is a very 
white, rather dorae-snaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It ia perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to fortv-iive 
minutes, being somewnat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

New York, July 24.->R. O. Dun ft 
Co's weekly review of trade says: The 
end of uncertainty regarding duties on 
imports gives greater confidence alike 
to those who have opposed and those 
who have favored the change. 
The 
great strength in stocks, particularly In 
those of the granger list, reflects as­ 
surance of heavy crops. "The remarka-^ 
ble rise in wheat, notwithstanding that' 
assurance, is based on heavy buying 
for export and the belief that foreign 
demands will be large. To these must 
be added another element of confldence 
scarcély observed a week ago — the 
heavy 
Increase in receipts of 
gold, 
whether from one side of the Alaska 
border or the other. The one retarding 
force—the strike of coal mlners~has 
caused closing of a few manufacturing 
works for want of fuel. 


The wheat m arket is the sensation 
of the month. 
Since July 3 the price 
had risen 12 cents by Wednesday, when 
a reaction of 4 cents was not surpris­ 
ing, but the close was 5-8c higher for 
the week. It Is notable that this rise 
came in the face of highly encouraging 
crop news which Is not disputed, and 
had for support nothing but foreign 
conditions and demand. 
Both because 
of the season and because of the pend­ 
ing action on the tariff, idustrlal opera­ 
tions are waiting, and yet w'ith an Im­ 
provement which under such circum­ 
stances is signiflcant. 
The textile in­ 
dustries have lost no ground, as the 
curtailment of production in cotton for 
a time is really a gain. The demand has 
somewhat increased, but the accumu­ 
lated stocks of goods must be reduced 
before impatience to buy can be ex­ 
pected.
